sity of Michigan, John E. Russell and 
Lyman E. Cooley, which was appoint- 
ed in 1895 under a resolution intro- 
duced by Senator Vilas of Wisconsin 
for a preliminary inquiry as to the 
practicability of waterways 
between 


the ocean and the great lakes. 
The 


conclusions of the commission follow: 


1. That it is entirely feasible' to con1 


struct such canals and develop such 
channels as will he adequate of any 
scale of navigation that may be de- 
sired between the great lakes and the 
seaboard, and to conduct through the 
same domestic and foreign commerce, 
and that it will be wise to provide for 
securing a channel of navigable depth 
of not less than 28 feet.

Worcester, Mass., Jan. 19.—The sec- 


ond week of the convention of the 
JJri'jklsyors1 and Plasterers' Interna- 
tional union opened in a lively man- 


ner, 
the delegates having hardly been 


seated when charges 
were preferred 


against Senator Sherman of Ohio for 
his alleged support of a contractor who 
has employed nonunion men in the 
erection of nine new buildings in the 
west section of Washington, D. C. 


Tho charges were contained in a let- 


ter from Bricklayers' Union No. 1 of 
Washington. 
The letter 
states that 


rganization sent its contract commit- 
ee to call on Senator Sherman and 
sk him to employ union men, but the 
ommittee found that the contract for 
he buildings had been let to a builder 
vho had sub-let the brick work to a 
man whom the Bricklayers' union has 
icon fighting for employing nonunion 
abor. 


The communication 
further stated 


hat Senator Sherman did not seem to 
.hink the matter was worth consider- 
ng. 


The Washington union therefore re- 


quested the international union offi- 
cials to ask Senator Sherman to recog- 
nize union labor, and the further re- 
quest was made that the Ohio dele- 
gates also take up the matter. 


The convention ordered that hte let- 
er from the Washington 
union be 


made public and voted to order peti- 
tions prepared by the representatives 
of the Ohio unions and the interna- 
tional union, which will he sent to the 
Ohio representatives in congress. 
The 


union also decided to bring the griev- 
ance directly before the Ohio senator.

test vote on taking up this bill, yeas 
36, nays 14, foreshadowed its passage. 


Senator Morgan of Alabama opened 


the debate with a lengthy speech in fa- 
vor of the measure. 
He said he de- 


sired action before the senate took tip 
the new Anglo-American treaty of ar- 
bitration. 
This covered certain "dif- 


ferences," and 
Mr. Morgan 
said it 


should be determined whether Ameri- 
can control of the Nicaraguan canal or 
the upholding of the Monroe doctrine 
was to be included among the differ- 
ences to be submitted to arbitration. 


The canal bill provides for an issue 


of $100,000,000 of maritime canal com- 
pany stock, of which the secretary of 
the treasury, in behalf of the United 
States is to subscribe for $70,000,000 
worth of shares. The company is to 
issue bonds up to $100,000,000, these to 
be guaranteed by the United States. 


The building and control of the canal 


are given to American engineers and a 
board of 11 directors, of whom five are 
to be appointed by the president.. It is 
substantially the measure passed by 
the senate in the last congress. 


During the day Mr. Chandler of New 


Hampshire introduced the Republican 
caucus bill for an international mone- 
tary 
conference and 
stated that it 


would be called up. 


Among the resolutions offered was 


one from Mr. Pettigrew of South Da- 
kota calling upon the secretary of state 
for a statement of the status of tho 
Venezuelan question and for the agree- 
ment made between the United States 
and Great Britain.
